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IV.— CAUSES  OF  SICKNESS. 


The  Autumn  and  Winter  witnessed  a very  extensive  outbreak  of  Measles,  the  course  of  which  was  of 
great  interest. 

The  first  cases  notified  occurred  about  ten  days  before  the  Schools  closed  for  the  Summer  holiday,  and 
occurred  among  children  at  the  Eastgate  Infants’  School.  Enqtdry  showed  that  these  had  been  infected  by 
two  earlier  cases  among  children  living  at  Eldo  Cottages,  an  isolated,  outlying  group  of  dwellings,  the 
children  from  which  attend  the  Eastgate  School.  'I'hese  cases  were,  unfortunately,  not  notified  owing  to  an 
oversight.  Had  they  been,  it  would  have  been  easy  to  exclude  the  whole  of  the  children  from  this  area, 
and  it  is  possible  the  outbreak  might  have  been  arrested.  Once  the  disease  became  established  in  the 
crowded  centre  of  the  Borough  it  spread  with  great  steadiness  and  some  rapidity.  On  the  re-opening  of 
the  Schools  it  was  well  established  in  the  east  and  there  were  already  some  cases  in  the  south  ; thence  it 
travelled  west,  north-west,  and  then  eastwards  to  the  centre,  carrying  the  whole  of  the  north  with  it.  In 
all  250  cases  were  notified,  246  by  Medical  Practitioners  and  the  remainder  by  parents.  It  was  interesting 
that  the  epidemic  ended  where  it  had  begun,  and  that  the  attendance  at  the  Eastgate  School,  which  had 
risen  after  its  first  fall  and  remained  fairly  steady  while  the  rest  of  the  Schools  were  suffering,  fell  to  its 
lowest  level  just  before  the  Christmas  holidays.  This  suggests  that  children  who  had  withstood  infection 
for  two  or  three  months  yielded  to  a re-invasion  from  outside  under  the  adverse  influence  of  one  of  the 
most  trying  winters  on  record.  Only  one  death  occurred,  in  a child  that  was  said  to  have  been  ver3f  delicate 
from  birth.  Under  the  circumstances  of  this  outbreak  the  value  of  the  compulsory  notification  of  measles 
has  yet  to  be  proved.  It  would  appear  that,  once  the  disease  has  become  established,  notification  alone 
is  of  no  use  as  a preventive  measure,  for  every  case  was  followed  up  and  rigid  exclusion  of  all  STisceplible 
contacts  was  enforced.  Apart  from  this  and  the  effects  of  the  severe  Autumn  and  Winter  on  people  over 
65  years  of  age,  the  year  stands  out  as  a singularly  healthy  one.  There  were  only  11  deaths  of  infants 
under  a year  old,  and  98 — rather  more  than  half  of  the  total  number — of  persons  over  65. 

V.— NURSING  ARRANGEMENTS,  &c. 

(a)  General.  The  Suffolk  County  Nursing  Association  supplies  three  Nurses,  who  reside  in  the 
Borough.  Their  services  are  obtained  on  payment  of  small  fees  arranged  to  scale,  and  are  also  available 
for  insured  persons  by  arrangements  through  Approved  Societies,  and  for  Poor  Law  cases  recommended  by 
the  District  Medical  Officei-s,  the  Guardians  paying  an  annual  retainer  for  this  purpose. 

(5)  Infectious  Diseases.  Professional  nursing  of  these  cases  in  the  home  is  not  provided  for.  The 
School  Nurses  visit  the  home  in  every  case  affecting  a School  child,  and  are  frequently  able  to  advise  as  to 
feeding  and  general  management. 

(c)  The  County  Council  has  control  over  (1)  Midwives.  (2)  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare.  (3)  Tuber- 
culosis. (4)  Venereal  Diseases. 

(d)  School  Clinic.  The  premises  at  5,  Cornhill,  have  been  fully  described  in  previous  Reports,  and 
the  year’s  work  detailed  in  that  of  the  S.M.O. 

(e)  Fever.  The  Borough  Isolation  Hospital,  Out  Southgate,  has  20  beds,  with  facilities  for  separating 
Enteric,  Scarlet  Fever,  and  Diphtheria.  It  is  in  charge  of  a fever-trained  Matron,  and  is  under  the 
supervision  of  the  M.O.H.,  who  is  i-esponsible  for  treatment.  A suggestion  has  been  made  to  allocate  beds 
to  two  neighbouring  Authorities  which  have  no  Isolation  Hospital,  and  negotiations  to  this  end  are  at 
present  in  progress. 

(f)  Children.  The  Alexandra  Home,  Northgate  Street,  is  maintained  by  the  Board  of  Guardians  for 
about  24  homeless  children.  It  was  reported  on  last  year  as  unsuitable  for  its  purpose.  The  erection  of  a 
new  Home  was  also  stated  to  be  under  consideration.  The  Home  was  then  used  solely  to  house  children  of 
school  age.  Since  then  younger  children  of  two  or  three  years  old  have  been  admitted.  The  Home  has 
been  definitely  condemned  by  H.  M.  Inspector  and  the  M.O.H.,  but  there  appears,  at  present,  no  prospect  of 
more  suitable  premises  being  provided.  The  general  outcome  of  repeated  discussions  appears  to  be  that 
the  Home,  which  it  is  admitted  has  always  been  a failure,  “ can  ” be  emptied  in  three  months.  Whether 
it  will  be  remains  to  be  seen.  The  subject  will  not  rest  where  it  is. 
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(g)  The  West  Suffolk  General  Hospital  contains  approximately  100  beds,  and  is  supported  by  voluntary 
contributions  conferring  the  Letter  system  and  a payment  of  10s.  a week  by  In-patients.  During  1923  tliere 
were  973  In-patients,  of  which  two-thirds  were  surgical  cases  (emergencies,  97),  and  2,390  Out-patients. 
There  are  special  departments  for  Orthopaedic  Surgery  and  diseases  of  the  Nose  and  Throat ; also  an  X-ray 
installation,  and  a resident  Pathologist.  The  Hospital  provides  a very  large  amount  of  skilled  treatment 
and  care  to  needy  cases,  and  is  of  inestimable  value  to  the  town  and  district. 

(h)  Srnall-Pox.  The  Hospital,  Hardwick  Road,  consists  of  huts  specially  constructed  for  the  purpose 
in  1902.  It  has  accommodation  for  40  cases  and  the  requisite  staff,  and  can  be  brought  into  use  in  a few 
hours. 

(i)  Amhulanees.  (1)  Infectious  Diseases.  A horsed  Ambulance  is  kept  at  the  Isolation  Hospital  and 

removes  cases  without  charge. 

(2)  General.  A motor  Ambulance  is  maintained  by  the  British  Red  Cross  Society, 
the  usual  fees  being  chai'ged  for  its  use. 

VL— LABORATORY  WORK. 

Throat  swabs  are  examined  bj^  the  County  Medical  Officer.  Sputum,  blood,  cerebro-spinal  fluid  and 
excreta  are  examined,  when  required,  through  the  M.O.H. 

Diphtheria  anti-Toxin  is  supplied  free  on  the  application  of  a Medical  Practitioner.

The  remainder  consist  mainly  of  Cycle  Workshops,  Garages,  Upholsterers’  and  Furniture  Repair 
Shops,  Basket  Makers’  Premises,  Workshop  Laundries,  Dressmakers’  and  Boot-repairers’  Shops. 

They  are  all  regularly  inspected,  and  their  condition  as  regards  sanitation,  cleanliness,  lighting, 
ventilation  and  repair  is,  generally  speaking,  good.  Attention  has  also  been  given  to  the  means  of  fire 
control  and  emergency  exits. 

A general  survey  of  the  year  suggests  that,  while  economically  the  Borough  has  borne  its  proportion 
of  the  general  unemployment  and  depression  which  have  prevailed  recently,  the  physical  welfare  of  its 
people  has  been  well  maintained.  The  number  of  persons  who  received  Out-door  Relief  were  : — Men  390, 
Women  342,  Children  621,  a total  of  1,353,  or  .8  per  cent.  The  corresponding  figures  for  In-door  Relief 
were  : — Men  87,  Women  59,  Children  57,  giving  a total  of  203.  There  were,  besides,  admitted  to  the 
Casual  Wards  at  the  Union,  and  classified  by  the  Police  as  “ Vagrants,”  Men  3,809,  Women  159,  and 
Children  23,  a total  of  3,991.  This  i-epresents  a ver}^  fair  share  of  the  dangers  besetting  a community 
surrounded  by  and  infiltrated  with  want  and  distress.  Yet  the  Death-rate  (li’27l  and  the  Infant  Mortality 
Rate  (^351 8 per  1000  births)  were  the  lowest  on  record.  These  figures  may  be  expected  to  show  still 
further  improvement  when  the  greatest  of  all  social  needs — adequate  housing  accommodation  for  all — has 
been  supplied.  The  Water  Supply  continues,  as  it  has  always  been,  of  unexceptionable  purity,  nor  has  there 
been  any  shortage.  The  sewerage  and  drainage  have,  owing  to  the  low  level  and  the  small  outfall,  caused 
local  anxieties  after  exceptionally  heavy  rains,  but  may  be  regarded  as  satisfying  the  normal  requirements, 
both  meteorological  and  social.  The  town  is  generally  noticeable  for  the  cleanliness  of  it?  thoroughfares 
and  the  brightness  of  its  open  spaces.  Its  varied  interests — architectural,  historical  and  literary — attract 
many  visitors  within  its  gates,  and  those  who  are  charged  with  the  safety  of  its  traditions  and  the  welfare 
of  its  people  are  unlikely  to  be  unmindful  of  their  inheritance.
